SOLDIERS ENFORCE MARTIAL LAW, 


Sheriff Is Blamed by the Mayor for 
‘the Trouble of Monday—Im- 
portant Interview with the 
Governor. 


Pana, Il, April 12. — The business 
houses of Pana, which closed immedi- 
ately after the shooting began Monday 
morning and remained closed the rest 
of the day, opened as usual Tuesday 
morning. Little business was trans- 
acted, however, as citizens were too 
busily engaged in discussing the affairs 
of Monday to think of mercantile pur- 
suits. For the first time in weeks ne- 
gróes were seen parading the streets. 
They took advantage of the fact that 
martial law prevails in Pana and walked 
around in perfect security. There was 
no excitement except that groups could 


be seen here and there reading the red 


posters tacked to telegraph poles and 
street corners, bearing the proclama- 
tion of Gov. Tanner placing Pana under 
martial law. This instrument is a re- 
newal of the proclamation of November 
last and was dated three o’clock Mon- 
day afternoon at Springfield. The sol- 
diers “were kept busy dispersing the 
groups and keeping people movin g. 
Stephens Started Riot. 

At this time it is still difficult to se- 
cure the particulars of Monday’s riot. 
Every man has a different version of 
the fight, and scarcely any two agree, 
except on the one point that Henry 
Stephens began the riot. Coroner Brad- 
ley said that more rumors had come to 
him that other bodies are lying in the 
outskiřts of the city. 

Miners’ hall was filled with union 
miners at night. It is situated in the 
center of the city and was utilized by 


the miners who have been sworn in as l 


deputy sheriffs as sleeping quarters. 

Mayor Penwell Blames Deputies, 

Mayor Warren Penwell was seen at 
the Penwell colliery Tuesday morning.

He gave.to the press the following 
strong statement regarding the situa- 
tion: 

“The shooting Monday which cost the 
lives of five men and one woman, following 
the killing of Xavier Lecog by a stray bul- 
let, Was begun by the deputies, who were 
principally composed of striking miners, It 
is untrue that the negro miners began the 
fight from the towers of the Penwell mines. 
I was warned that there would be trouble 
between the deputies and negroes. Mon- 
day morning the men working at my fa- 
ther’s mines began clamoring for guns and 
declaring their lives were in danger. I re- 
fused to give them guns and held. out 
against giving them guns until one of our 
own colored miners, Louis Whitfield, was 
shot through the legs in front of our office. 
Fren I felt it was time to defend ourselves 
and I gave the negroes guns. We only an- 
swered the fire from the guns of the depu- 
ties. Six of our men were shot. The dep- 
uties who were sworn in to give protection 
to the mine operators, as well as to the 
other citizens of Pana, never came near 
the Penwell mines to offer us protection - 
Monday. I wired the governor for troops. 
So long as the soldiers are here I Fook for 
no further trouble.”

Treaties Exchanged. 


Washington, April 12.—The complete 
restoration of peace between the United 
States and Spain was effected Tuesday 
at 3:34 p. m. 
changing ratifications of the treaties 
of peace occurred at the executive man- 
sion when the president handed to M. 
Cambon, the French ambassador, the 
American copy of the treaty, and the 
ambassador in turn gave to the presi- 
dent the Spanish copy of the treaty, 
properly attested by the queen regent 
and premier of Spain. This ceremony 
was devoid of all display, but made an 
impressive closing scene in the nego- 
tiations which again bring the two na- 
tions together, 

A Simple Ceremony. 

M, Cambon was accompanied by the 
first secretary of the French embassy. 
M. Thiebaut. They were in civilian 
dress, the first purpose of having the 
entire staff of the embassy attend in 
full uniform giving way to the desire 
for simplicity. The president was ac- 
companied by Secretary Hay, Assistant 
Secretary Cridler and some other offi- 


cials of the white house and state de- | 


partment. Before the exchange Mr. 
Hay and M. Cambon presented their fe- 
spective powers, showing that they 
have been authorized by their govern: 
ments to act in the present case, When 
these powers had been approved the 
two copies of the treaty, the Spanish 
and the American, were presented and 
compared, to see that they were ex 
actly alike in all particulars. With 
these formalities completed, the ex- 
change proper occurred. It was a sim- 
ple transfer of the two instruments, M, 
Cambon handing to the president the 
Spanish copy of the treaty and the 
president handing the ambassador the 


American copy. There were no cere: 


monies of a formal character. 

After the exchange of ratifications 
the president was the first to speak, 

“Mr. Ambassador,” said he, “I wil 
issue my proclamation at once.” 

M. Cambon thanked the president for 
the promptness with which the procla- 


state department, M. Cambon cabled 
the Spanish government of the final 
restoration of peace, and made known 
that the American copy of the treaty 
would be forwarded through the 
French foreign office. — 
Effect of the Action. 

The effect of the action taken is te 

completely renew the peaceful rela- 


tions, trade, official, diplomatic, con- 


sular, and in all other ways, between 
this country and Spain. Following the 
appointment of a United States min: 
ister to Madrid and a Spanish minister 
to Washington, it is expected that con- 
suls will be sent to Barcelona and the 
other large places in Spain where our 
consular representations were suspend: 
ed by the war. At the same time Span- 
ish consuls will be appointed through 
this country. For a time the trade and 
navigation between the two countries 
will proceed without treaty protection, 
as the war put an end to the commer- 
cial treaty, but a treaty of trade, navi- 
gation and commerce suitable to the 
new conditions and the need of both 
countriesand also an extradition treaty 
will be negotiated goon. 
Probabile Minister to Spain. 

Washington, April 12.—It is under- 
stood that Bellamy Storer, now United 
States minister to Belgium, will be 
appointed minister to Spain. 

Mr. Storer’s election for the Madrid 
mission is a distinct promotion in the 
diplomatic line. The difference in com- 
pensation is not considerable, but the 
new minister to Madrid will have very 
important duties to perform, including 
theearly negotiation of a general treaty 
of trade and comity. Mrs. Storer is a 
Catholic. ` 

It is assumed here that the duc d 
Arcos, late Spanish minister to Mexico, 
will be named as minister to Washing- 
ton, and the officials sincerely hope that 
this will be done, a very favorable opin- 
ion of him being held here.

His Jaw Bone, and He Could Not

The following extract of a letter re= 
ceived from Frank..Anspaich describes 
the bad wound he received in the fight 
with the Filipinos: — - 


Division Hospital, P. I., March 1, ’99. 


Dear Onés-.at Home: I will now’ en- 
deavor to finish this letter. I: promised 
I would write on the morrow. The m.or- 
row came, but brought with it bad luck 
for me. There had, been a great-deal of 
firing and the bullets-3were coming over 
our trenches-all daly: thick and fast, In 
the afternoon I had ‘been out scouting 
and just came about 4 p. m. and sat 


down in front of the captain’s tent to. 


look at a magazine, when some nigger 


got a- bead on me and planted a brllet’ 


in my left cheek, going down through 
my neck and. caine out a little above 
the right collar bone. My left lower 
jaw bone—well, is;no jaw bone at all, 
for it was completely wrecked as well 
as my ‘teeth. I. wont have any more 
teeth: on one side than some old, old 


man.” 


They operated on me day tefore yes- 
terday, taking out the loose bones and. 
binding my face together with wire. 
As soon as I-get healed. up they are go- 
ing to make me a Silver plate. 

I am feeling good, only Um a little 
wee, for’ I-could not swallow for four 
days, but I manage to get a little milk 
down now. 

I get fine. treatment here, sa don’t 
worry that I won't be taken eere of. I 
expect by the time I am ready to quit 
the hospital we will be 
home. I hardly think I will get io the 
front again.

TOO LATE. 
No Chance Now of Having a Street 
Commission, 

It will be remembered 'thiat some time 
ago an article appeared in The Times 
in which the writer, who signed himself 
“Old Fogy,” called out against Ypsi- 
lanti’ s starting on “‘reforms’’ and ‘‘im- 
provements’ and then dropping’ them 
pefore they could be ‘brought to comple- 
tion or be *miaide to bear fruit. It al- 
most seems as if the matter of ‘the 
changes in the city charter now before 
the legislature were a point in favor of 
this gentleman’s stand. In connection 
with the changes adopted by the meet- 
ing which considered the revised char- 
ter there was one section which con- 
cerned the sidewalks of the city. In- 
stead of the sidewalks and streets þe- 
ing under the direct supervision of the 
aldermen of the various wards, it was 
proposed to create a commission of 
three or five, the number was not then 
determined, whio should have this duty. 
The public meeting which considered 
the proposed changes in the city charter 
was, for some unknown reason, in- 
spired with the idea that the whole 
thing was a hoax and that it was their 
bounden duty as citizen's to cry no to 
everything laid before them. lMFortun- 
ately for the good of the city the few 


‘cool-headed citizens present came to the 


rescue and succeeded in gaining a hear- 
ing’ for the last few of the mieasures. 
T'he proposal for the creation of a street 
commission, coming ‘before the meeting 
as it did before the spirit of fairness en- 
tered into it, it was unlceremioniously 
voted down. After the meeting, how- 
ever, when the matter could be calmly 
considered pro and con, many citizens 
Changed their opinions of the merits of 
the question of the commission and ex- 
pressed the wish that the decision of 
the meeting ‘could be reversed. Per- 
ceiving that there was quite a senti- 
ment-in faver of the new plan for look- 
ing after the streets and twalks of the 
city, a disinterested person went to a 
number of prominent taxpayers and 
business men and asked their personal 
idea ‘of the matter. A large numiber of 
opinions were asked for anid received, 
and it became at once evident that the 
great majority of citizens were heartily 
in favor of the movement; in fact there 
was but one case where direct opposi- 
tion to the idea was expressed. Those 
having the proposed revisions of the 
charter in charge were made acquainted 
with the state of affalirs, and it was de- 
cided that another public meeting 
should be called and the people should 
be given a chance to consider the good 
and bad points of a street commission. 
It was thought best that a short time 
be waited, that public opinion on the 
matter could have time to crystallize. 
Tinus the matter was dropped and now 
it is tog late. 'The mayor and city clerk 
were before the proper committee yes- 
terday and presented the bill of the 
charter chan'ges, without, of course, any 
reference to a street commission, 

The reason for quietly dropping the 
matter has not been explained, Perhaps 
publie opinion has not yet crystallized, 
or perhaps it crystalized and then when 
no one was looking quietly resolved it- 
self balck again, into- its primal amor- 
phous condition. At any rate, Ypsilanti 
has missed the chance of instituting a 
valuable reform,
